It would be wrong to sake the attenpt to rsergtnleo Bnrsps and im- 
prove the nutual relations between the nations of Europe without a thorough 
revision of the old nationalisms. 

We Czechs, like citUeni ef all other nations, were taught that 
fir people are the best la the verld, that they newer did vrong, and that 
.only ear neighbors were ewer at fnnlt* Such a nation alien la best character*: 
iced by the British saying t Right or vrong, my country* This national In, 
harewer, Is a nil interpretation of one’s love for oneU fatherland; for 
injustice remains injustice and cannot be justified by the faet tiu * It 
van up people that did the vrong* If ve vish for a round nation alias and 
better relations between the European peoples, ve have at first to be 
Critical toward our ova people* This is the only way leading to an under* 
standing with other peoples* 

Czechoslovakia was established after the late Dr* BENB8* en the 
eseaslon of the peace conference In 1919, solemnly pledged that Czecho- 
slovakia vould be organised on the pattern ef Switzerland* However, this 
proslss vac never made good* The Sudeten Germans vers incorporated as a 
minority In the Czechoslovakian Republic against their will; the Slovaks 
who, on the basis of the Pittsburg Agreement which promised then complete 
autonomy, agreed to live jointly with the C z eehs in one state, never vers 
given their autonomy and foiled to reoeive Carpathoruthemia, vhieh, accord- 
ing to the Peace Treaty, was to be an autonomous part of the Republic of 
Cieeboslovokia* AH solemn premises and obligations toward the non-C»esh 
peoples of Czechoslovakia were jettisoned by the uneleoted Cgeah National 
Ansenbly whan, in 1920, a conotitution uae adopted uhich guaranteed the 
Czech people preponderant in a Czoehoolovakian centralized state* 

We, the membero of the Czech National Committee in Londen, ore fully 
aware that our people committed ceriou3 abuses to guarantee to itself 
superiority in Czechoslovakia* This Czech Imperialism found an inglorious 
end, however, when, in 1930 Czechoslovakia surrendered without firing a 
•hot and the Czerho were forced to live for sir ye arc in a Nazi protector- 
ate* The attempt to restore Czechoslovakia in 191*5 is a black spot in 
the history of our country* During these thorny days, fanatical young 
people, urged on by bloodthirsty emigres and Soviet Bolshevists, took re- 
venge on the Suds t*n-0 ernans for all the abuses which the Nazis committed 
toward the Czech people * Ac a Czech vho fought for the independence of 
hi* people during the years of 1927 to 1920 and as a Czeeh patriot, I an
